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Garment Factory 
Looks for Site 





A garment plant which would 
employ between 25 and 35 skill- 
ed women is seeking to estab- 
lish itself in Upland. | 

This was disclosed last night 
in a letter received from Edward 
E. Gray, city attorney, by the 
Upland planning commission. It 
was also brought to the attention 
of the planners that W. J. Mc- 
Cully, 562 Pine street, is con- 
sidering the building of a wood- 
working shop which would em- 
ploy about a half a dozen men. 

According to Mr. Gray the 
backers of the garment plant 
would like to use the second 
story of the Long Brothers build- 
ing in the 100 block on North 
Second avenue. Since that area 
is now zoned for comercial use 
only it would be necessary to re- 
zone it, or make special provis- 
ions to allow light manufactur- 
ing. It is believed that the gar- 
ments would be of high caliber 
and the women employed would 
in sewing and cutting 
the garments. 

The request of Mr. McCully 
would require similar action of 
re-zoning from commercial to 
light manufacturing. The site 
that he would like to purchase ' 
for a woodworking shop is locat- 
ed on the north side of Ninth | 
street 100 feet north of Eleventh | 
avenue. The lot is 250 feet deep 
and the proposed building would 
have a 50 foot set-back since Mr. 
McCully plans to build a show- | 
room in front of the plant some- | 
time in the future. | 

The planning commission de- | 
layed any action on the matter | 
until both parties made a formal 
request for the zoning change.

ture “policy of the chamber” and 
the directors, each in turn this 
morning informally discussed the 
future program. Taking unani- 
mous action, the directors voted 
that a poll be conducted among 
all the members, permitting each 
to give an expression on the ques- 
tion of whether the chamber of 
commerce should inaugurate a 
larger and more aggressive pro- 
gram. 

As pointed out in Mr. Sargent’s 
statement, opposition had been ex- 
pressed to him about seeking in- 
dustries for Upland. 

“I would. suggest first that the 
directors make their own feelings 
in the matter clear and then try 
to find the sentiment of the peo- 
ple,” Mr. Sargent suggested in his 
statement. 

VIEWS EXPRESSED 

This suggestion was followed by 
President Gilliland in conducting 
| this morning’s meeting. He in- 
formally asked each director for 
an expression. The directors then 
voted unanimously to send to each 
member an explanation of the pro- 
{posed program and a “ballot” en 
abling an expression. 

Repeatedly, it was emphasized 
this morning that an enlarged pro- 
gram for the chamber would mean 
only a more aggressive effort to 
get for the community light 
industries. The chamber direct- 
ors recognized that “heavy” in- 
dustries would not be acceptable 
land that only the more suitable, 
light or processing industries, 
would be sought—if an enlarged 
program is eventually adopted. 

Mr. Gilliland said the policy, if 
any change is made, would be for 
the chamber’s new fiscal year be- 
|ginning September 1. 

FEE IS SUGGESTED 

An enlarged program would 
mean increased membership dues 
for active members and $10 a 
month was mentioned as. a figure 
that had been suggested as pay- 
ment by business firms. 

Employment of a full-time sec- 
; retary is contemplated if the en- 
larged “policy” of the chamber 
is approved. The increased mem- 
bership fee would be for the pur- 
pose of paying salary of the full- 
time secretary and incidential op- 
erating expenses, it was pointed 
out,

E.W.M. I am a veteran of the 
first World War. I would like to 


to buy a home? 

ANSWER: Eligibility for bene- 
fits under the ‘“Servicemen’s Re- 
adjustment Act” (G-I Bill) is 
based upon honorable active ser- 
vice “on or after September 16, 
1940 and prior to the termination 
of the present war.” 

A.E.F. (1) I'd like to know if 
the time I served in World War 
II will count for Civil Service 
retirement. (2) Where would be 
the best place to apply for a posi- 
tion with VA? 

ANSWER: (1) Yes, honorable 
service in time of war will count 
for retirement purposes with the 
civil service. If, however, you 
wish to receive annuity benefits 
for such time it will be necessary 
to pay to civil service five per 
cent of your base pay while in 
military service. ANSWER. (2) 
Jobs are open in nearly all VA 
departments. These are civil ser- 
vice but application is made di- 
rectly to the Personnel depart- 
ment of the VA.
